DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention as recited in claims 19 and 33 is not disclosed nor 

rendered obvious in view of tine accordance of 112 6™ paragraph status to these 

claims. The prior art fails to disclose any equivalent structure for the "guide 

means" (as recited on p. 10 In. 27 -p. 11 In. 9), the "support means" (as recited 

on p. 11 In. 11 - p. 12 In. 10), and the "movement means" (as recited on p. 10 In. 

10-21). 

The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited references taken singly or in combination do not anticipate or 
make obvious applicant's claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-36 are allowed.
